HE WILL NOT BE MOVED. 

EXECUTIVE MANSLON, WASHINGTON, D. 
C., August 25, 10 4. M.—Soon after the morn- 
ing dressing of the President’s wound the 
attending physicians andthe visiting surgeons 
met and continued the consultation begun 
last night relative to the removal of the Presi- 
dent from the Executive Mansion. The re- 
sult of their deliberations this morning has 
just been made known in the following bul- 
letin: 

OFFICIAL BULLETIN—9:15 A. M. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, August 25, 9:15 4. M. 
—The subject of the removal of the lresi- 
dent from Washington at the present time 
was carnestly considered by us last night and 
again this morning. After mature delibera- 
tion the conclusion was arrived at by the ma- 
jority that it would not now be prudent, al- 
though all agree that it will be very desirable 
at the earliest time at which his condition 
may Warrantit. We are moreover unani- 
mously of the opinion that at no time since 
his injury has the President exhibited any 
syinptoms of malaria. 

UNOFFICIAL BULLETIN—10:20 A. M. 

WASHINGTON, August 25, 10:20 a. M.—Dr. 
Bliss reports the condition of the President 
this forenoon about the same as yesterday 
forenoon, except that his pulse is a little 
higher. He was somewhat restless at times 
during the night and did not sleep quite as well 
as on Tuesday night. There has been no per- 
ceptible change inthe appearance of the in- 
flamed parotid gland,and two or three days 
may elapse before the swelling subsides.

A HORRIBLE CRIME. 


The Testimony EKlicited in the Nash- 
ville, Ill., Parricide. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NASHVILLE, ILI., August 25.—On the 
15th of this month this community was hor- 
ritied upon receiving the intelligence of a 
murder charged to Mrs. B. M. Drew, Douglas 
Drew and James Williams, the wife, son 
and son-in-law of the victim, B. M. Drew. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

The examination was held to-day before 
Justices Balderson and Burns. Douglas 
Drew, at the Coroner’s inquest, testified that 
on the fatal night be was aroused from his 
sleep by the report ofa gun fired from the 
south window: of _ the room in 
which he, with the rest of the 
family, the deceased, his wife and three chil- 
dren, were sleeping. He stated that he got 
up immediately after the firing and started 
for his father’s bed, who was crying, “Oh, 
oh!’?? and when within about three feet of 
the bedasecond shot was fired,blowing off the 
whole top of his father’s head. Seeing that his 
father was killed he started for help, the 
whole family following as soon as they could 
dress, leaving the corpse alone. The rest of 
the family testified to about the same. 

HIGGINS’ STORY, 

In the examination to-dav Mr. Henry Hiz- 
gins was called upon the stand and testified 
that on the 15th of August,between the hours 
of 9and 10 o’clock p. m., Douglas Drew, 
son of the deceased,came to his house, awak- 
ening bim and saying his father was killed, 
shot twice with a shot-cun loaded with buck- 
shot, from the south window of the room. 

CONFLICTING STORIES. 
Several other witnesses were called upon 


the stand, testifying that Douglas told them 
about the same story, only differing by telling 
them that by the flash of the second shot he 
saw the face ofa man standing om the porch 
at the south window and heard him run off, 
and telling others that he saw no one. 
FASTENING THE GUILT, 

Dr. Meins was called upon the stand, and 
testified that he was at the house before the 
body had been moved, and that be 
found two wounds—one in the 
right side and one blowing off the 
whole top of his head, scattering the brains 
upon the south wall of the room and that the

Leaving Towns Unexpectedly and Ar- 
riving in Them Unexpectedly. 

S. Petersburg Letter to the London Stanaara. 

The departure of the Emperor from Peter- 
hot war intended to be kept a profound se- 
eret, but, as usuxl tn such cases, it leaked out 
through one channel or another that a move 
was to be made, and the arrival here of Gen. 
Kozloff, Police Master at Moscow, gave u 
elne to the direction that would be taken. On 
the day fixed forthe departure the Official 
Messenzer, to the dismay of the authorities, 
announced that the Emperor Was about to 
start for Moscow, an indiscretion of which 
the immediate penalty Was a severe repri- 
mand from Count Iguatieff, who forbade the 
unofticial press of the capital to reproduce 
the announcement or to refertoitin any 
way. The first intimation vouchsafed to St. 
Petersburg that the Emperor had actually 
‘eft the vicinity was contained in 
an Official telegram published on Satur- 
day, and recording bis arrival in the city of 
the Czars. Since then his movements have 
oeen duly chronicled by the oftticia! organ in 
* Series of telegrams, which the other pavers 
were graciously allowed to reproduce in gi- 
“antic type tweaty-four hours later, though 
withouta word of comment. The observ- 
ance of all this mystery can only be explain- 
ed on the assumption that toe Czaris in 
imminent danger of falling a victim to the 
machinations of the Nihilists. Asin the case 
of the late Kmperor’s last journey tothe 
South, the line was guarded throughout its 
fength by soldiery. Atevery hundred paces 
bayonets glistened, and at intervals tents 
shone white and camp-tires gleamed. Such 
viaces as offered more than ordinary facili- 
tics to miscreants of the Hartmann type 
were specially looked after, but still not sat- 
istied us to the safety of the imperial purty 
‘sen.

“If there couid 
be conceived,” said Herschel, referriag te a 
comet’ tail, “such a thing as a uegative 
shadow, & momentary impression made upon 
the luminiferous ether behind the comet, this 
would represént in some degree the ape # 
tion such a phenomenon irresistibly calls 
up.’ Lexell’s comet remained en- 
tangled for three or four months 
amepg dupiter’s satellites without 
causing any measurabie perturbation 
in their movements, but it has been comput- 
ed that, nad it Leen composed of matter like 
that of our eartb, it would have even length- 
ened our vear by more than two and three- 
quarter hours. it has been suggested that 
the flashing forth of comets’tails over mil- 
lious of miles of the celestial vault may be 
due to luminous discharges taking place un- 
aer great outbursts of solar heat and light, 
which mark these cometary displays along 
lines of electric force radiating from the sun, 
and registering their influence on our mag- 
netic conditions. Butafter our present ex- 
perience with comets we need not dread their 
direct influence upon our atmosphere.

The retreats for habitual drunkards which 
have becn established in Ingland do not, ac- 
cording to the report of the official inspector, 
appear to have accomplished much.

Chinese Grass. 
From the New York TVimes. 

The ramie, rameh, rhea, Chiua grass, or 
wild hemp—itis generally known by the last 
named term in this country, where it is indi- 
genous—is assuming much prospective im- 
portance; mention has already been made of 
it as used in producing what is called “cosmos 
wool.’’ It belongs to jhe nettle family, but 
is stingiess. Its stems grow straight and in 
bunches, filled with pith and surrounded by 
a fibrous mantle covered by a thick red skin, 
the fibres themselves bound together by a 
resinous substance. Itisa perennial plant, 
not annual, like flax and hemp; age increases 
its strencth and fertility, and it resists 
drouth and wet, though injured by§ frost 
exceptinthe roots. In france it retains a 
height of two to two and half metres, and in 
its Eastern bome twice that. It can be eter 
agated from] either seeds or cuttings. The 
leaves when dried make the tough Chinese 
paper so well known, and the green ones 
are good fodder for cattle. Except that 
its luxuriant growth requires manu » its 
cultivation is most simple; hoeing anddic- 
ging are needed only the first year, for the 
plant itself thereafter grows soluxuriantly as 
tofsmother all weeds. It is estimated to yield 
a crop worth #260 to 580 per hectare. The 
4,000 or 5,000 Kilos of leaves are reckoned to 
pay for cultivation, besides 1,500 to2,200 kilos 
of fibre, from which 1,200 to 1,500 kilos of 
white hackled linen can be spun. English and 
Belgian makers now buy ramie from China at 
thirty-tive cents a kilo, selling it, after hack- 
ling and spinning, at $1 40 to $1 9. The 
tenacity of fibre is to that of flax as 125 to 80. 
The Chinese make the coarsest nets from it 
and fabrics resembling the finest batiste. The 
removal of the glutinous substance inclosing 
the fibre is the most diflicult process, but for 
that and the separation from the woody tissue 
mechanical means are now employed with 
growing success. Culture of the plant is 
progressing in Southern France, and the 
highest expectations are entertained concern- 
ing it. In India, in 1870, the Government 
recognized its value bY offering a prize of 
£5,000 for the best machine for preparing the 
fibre. Only one machine was offered, and it 
proved imperfect, but the offer has been kept 
open. How far this curious plant is suited 
for cultivation in this country does not vet 
uppear, and it seems to have attracted, thus 
far, comparatively little attention from 
Americans. 


A Sharp Yankee Trick.

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How a Sallor Boy Kept His Vow. 
From tbe New York Journal of Coromerce. 

In sixteen bundred and something, Thos. 
Button,,a sailor boy, was captured by the 
pirates off the coast of Barbary and sold as a 
slave. After enduring the most dreadful 
cruelties he was released on the payment of 
a gratuity to his master, by the tender- 
hearted Captain of an English merchantman, 
und cffered a free passage to Englund. On 
reaching the deck of the vessel, he fel! on his 
knees and poured out the most touching 
thanksgiving to Him whose cobd providence 
had led to his release, and vowed thut if ever 
he should become wealthy he would devote 
the money to charitable uses. On reaching 
England he found a situation in a merchant’s 
counting-house, and afterward engaged in 
the Turkish trade, acquiring considerable 
wealth. We have not the dateof his death, 
but bis will, under. which the controversy 
arose, is dated in Hexton square, London, 
February 15, 1725-4 (as the dates run before 
the civil year Was changed), and was duly 
admitted to probate. By this will,after a few 
small legacies, he bequeathed his property to 
the Ironmengers’ Company in trust, one-half 
of the interest and profits of his estate yearly 
to be devoted tothe redemption of Britis 
slavesin Turkey or Barbary; one-quarter to 
the charity schoolsinthe city and suburbs 
of London (including Shoreditch, his own 
parish), where the education should be ac- 
cording to the Church of England; afd the 
other quarter to the Ironmongers’ Company 
for their minister, poor freemen, widows and 
other objects of charity, to pay them for exe- 
cuting the trust. The exact amount of the 
original estate is not given, but for several 
years about $2,500 was given to the schools, 
‘owe must suppose the principal repre- 
sented inthe trust was about $350,000. Of 
course, as time wore on and no British slaves 
could be found to whose redemption the fund 
could be applied, that part of the becuest 
accumulated, and in 1857, an accounting be- 
ing ordered, the trust was found to include 
an upappropriated sum of $595,000 in Gov- 
ernment stocks, and a realty in Essex, let for 
over $1,000 perannum. The Court of Chan- 
cery then ordered £35,000 in stock to be set 
aside forthe slavery redemptions, and the 
interest ef the residue to be apprepriated to 
English perochial schools throughout Eng- 
land and Wales, as likely to be as near the 
views and wishes of the donor as the circum- 
stances of the case would admit.

J.B. Houseman, who has just got back 
fromatrip to Sweet Springs, Mo., gives a 
very bullish statement of the condition of 
grain in that section of country. He says he 
went into fields where the corn stood high 
and looked well from a_ distance, 
but upon examination it was seen 
to be about dead. Large ears, when 
the husk was opened, were almost dried up, 
with a few scattered Kernels on the cob. The 
stalk had absorbed all the milk from the ker- 
nels in its efforts to keep alive. The ground 
was baked perfectly dry and was hot to the 
touch. The farmers were only bringing their 
poorest wheat to market at Hughesville, and 
he saw $1 20 pail for wheat that would not 
grade No. 3 here. In Sedalia 
he saw 70 cents paid for corn and 40 cents 
for oats, and selling quick at these prices. 
Texas buyers were all through that section 
of the State trying to contract with the farm- 
ers for their corn crops, as they stand in the 
field at prices higher than could be realized 
here, but the farmers were ln- 
willing to sell, as they are afraid 
they will not raise enough for their own use. 
One of the largest stock-raisers—cattle and 
horses—told Mr. H.that he was fearful he 
wou'd have tosell all stock, as he could not 
afford to pay the price asked for grain.

From the New York Tribune. 
The pickle business on Long Island, espe- 
ialiy im the neighborhood of Huntington, 
suffolk county, has become of late years an 
umportant branch of industry. The picking 
of the cucumbers began two weeks ago, but 
owing tethe drouth the crop will be light. 
A large pickle facto bas been erected re- 
contiy at Farmingdaie, the proprietors of 
whieh have contracted for 52,000,000 of this 
year’s crop of cucumbers at $1 a thousand, 
ind the farmers are paid on delivery.
